HOW OBSTACLES WEBE OVERCOME 


F a r F u lle r Tim« * W ith th e J a p a n ese. 
Ra« Minn<t Snld t«» H a ve Ileen Sus­ 
picion » a nd O verhea ring—A dm ira ­ 
tion of Nlpponlteft For Nr. H oose- 
ve lt W hen They U nderstood Ilim . 


“In dealing with the peace commis­ 
sioners President Roosevelt had far the 
easier time with the Japanese plenipo­ 
tentiaries,” said one of the men who 
had heard from the chief execu tive the 
anecdotes hereinafter related concern-1) 
ing the real “inside of some of the con­ 
ferences which were held u t Sagamore 
Hill,” says the New Yorlj Tribu ne. 
“They were willing to take his word 
for any statemenLof facts and seemed 
anxiou s from the beginning to do ev­ 
erything to please him. The same cou ld 
hardly be said of the Ru ssians; they 
were su spiciou s,overbearing and. when­ 
ever they were at a loss for an argu ­ 
ment or a reason for their refu sal to 
come to terms, wou ld invariably fall 
back on the grandeu r *>f their history. 
‘Ru ssia can never pay indemnity; she 
is too great. Ru ssia can never cede ter­ 
ritory; her history is too su blime.’ 
“After the president had listened to 
these set speeches for some time, he 
one day asked the Ru ssian envoys if 
Ru ssia had not ceded territory after 
the Crimean war. 
“ ‘Ah, yes, bu t that was a different 
case,’ they exclaimed. 
“ ‘Qu ite tru e,’ agreed the president; 
‘this is another war; bu t, if you refu se 
to cede Sakhalin, how are you going 
to defend it? The Japanese now hold 
the island, do they not?’ 
“ ‘Yes,’ admitted the plenipotentiaries. 
“ ‘And you have no navy in Asiatic 
waters or in any other waters that Is 
likely to retake it within a generation?’ 
“ ‘Alas, qu ite tru e!’ again admitted 
the Ru ssian envoys. 
“ ‘Then how are you going to avoid 
ceding the island?* asked the presi­ 
dent. 
“To this clincher they bad no reply 
except again to fall back on Ru ssia's 
past. 
“The president Intimated rather dry­ 
ly that her position was not half as 
gloriou s ju st then as it had been at va­ 
riou s other times in her history and 
made a few other remarks which. 1 
think, opened the eyes of the envoys. 
“In his dealings with the Japanese 
plenipotentiaries he soou fou nd that he 
was considerably handicapped by their 
ignorance of ou r commonest idioms 
and figu res of speech.

Ending Octo ber 2. 
Following is th e Illinois gjvernm ent 
crop report for th e week just closed: 
Dry weath er, with cl^ar skies and 
warm sunsh ine, prevailed until th e 
30th . 
Th e tem perature 
averaged 
about 7 degrees above normal, but th e 
daily range was great th e nigh ts be­ 
ing quite cool. Oa September 30th to 
October 1st ligh t rain fell th rough out 
th e state. 
In th e north ern h alf of th e state 
plowirg and seeding h ave made slow 
progret>8 on account cf lack of mois­ 
ture, and, th ere are many complaints 
th at th e supply of wat^r in wells is 
getting low. 
In th e south ern portion 
conditions h ave been more favorable— 
tbe soil is friable, and work continued 
with out interruption. Th e sowing of 
wh eat is well advanced, and th e plant 
is in good condition wh ere up. 
Corn continued to dry and mature 
rapidly , and it is estimated th at less 
th an one tw entieth remains ex posed 
to injury by frost in th e north ern 
h alf. In th e south ern portion but a 
few scattered fields of very late plant­ 
ed could be injured 
Th e crop is re­ 
ported to be much above th e average 
in th e north ern district and very 
satisfactory elsewh ere. 
Much 
is 
already in sh ock, and cribbing is ex ­ 
pected to become general th e coming 
week. 
Pastures are beginning to sh ow th e 
effects of dry weath er, but are still 
affording good forage in most sections. 
Th e potato crop will be considerably 
below average. 
Apples are being 
picked; th e y ield Is ex tremely sh ort 
and th e quality but fair.
